LAW-~BREAKEES§ AND THE LAW. 
é ——_ 


“ A Bill wes passed by the LegislativeeCouncil some months ago, 
which enabled the police to hold the denant -of a house responsible 
for the dumping of refuse into the street- by any of the cecupants. 
-Prior to the passing of this Bill; the work of the Sanitary Inspectors, 
in preventing the dumping of refuse from verandahs, was greatly 
hampered, because the law, as it then applied, required definite 
evidence of contravention by the actual person committing the 
offence, and in a large majority of cases it was found impossible to 
bring the charge home to the guilty parties. Indeed, the difficulty 
of proving a case was so obvious that the new Ordinance was’ 
* “passed. But for some reason difficult to perceive, the new Ordin- 
ance remained simply a record of “business done’ on Hongkong's 
Code of Laws, and the powers given the authorities were not taken 
advantage of until twodays ago, when 31 Chinese were fined, as 
tenants, for allowing the dumping of refuse outside their houses, 
This isa move in the right direction. Hitherto, there have 
been half-hearted and spasmodic attempts in certain directions to 
enforce the lew, particularly that portion which is intended to help 
the sanitary authorities in keeping the Colony as free as ‘possible 
from disease-spreading uncleanliness. We have constantly had 
occasion,to draw the attention of the officials to the brazen dis- 
regard of regulations, and the growing idea that the laws of the 
Colony may be flouted with impunity. ere is a moral in the 
recent prosecutions. A far sterner hand is required in dealing with 
habitual law-breakers. They should have strict justice meted out, 
and it should not be possible for , 
-Banctuary behind technical defects in the British Code of Laws. 
Wrong doers must be made to ‘understand that laws are enacted for 
& purpose and ‘cannot be broken at will. To do this, officials must 
be far more emphatic than hitherto.” Sir William Rees Davies set a 
good example by the summary manner in which he dealt with the 
Chinese who was convicted of taking part inthe Gibb, Livingston 
robbery, at the Criminal Sessions.on Wednesday. He said he 
intended to pass an exemplary sentence on those convicted of armed 
robbery; and that is as it should be, for the inflicting of heavy

ENDLESS POSSIBILITIES, 

We have spoken above sbout 
the R.A.F. having arrived ata 
state of perfection, but that was 
only intended to convey « com- 
parison between its present atate 
and that which it had “before 
the war. It is impossible 
to forecast with any, amount of 


certainty the vast developments’ 


which are due to take place, and 
are even now doing so. ' The 
imagination reels at the tremen- 
dous- poasibilities which lie open 
by the advance of the science of 
flying. The aeroplane is not 
me eee al ements ah Bae nTime 
io ‘become ons of the greatest 
assets in our national and com- 
mercial life. Even before, the 
the possibilities of flying could be 
perceived, but the war has given 
to the science of aviation an 
impetus which would have taken 
many more years of peace. Just 
as Britain was in the front rank 
during the war a3 far as. fying 
was concerned, so she is now, 
when it is necessary to take steps 
to put the aeroplane to civilian 
use. Colonel Seely stated theother 
day that we are already far in 
advance of any other nation in 
our preparations for civilian 
flying. He gives some of the 
most recent improvements in 
flying, and points out that the 
whole route from Africa to India 
has been surveyed, and that from 
the Cape to Cairo is in the process 
of being surveyed. As far as can 
be seen, huge airships travelling 
at hitherto undreamt of speed, 
and carrying big cargoes, will be 
able without danger to cover in 
hours distances which at present 
take days oreven weeks. [ft is 
indeed'a wonderful outlook.

LIQUID EGGS FROM CHINA. 
—>—— 
CONDEMNED BY HOME 
"OFFICIAL. 


In a’ report by Dr. A. We J. 
MacFadden on the work of 
inspectors of food during 1917-18, 
which has just been issued by the 
Local Government Board, there 
is an interesting section dealing 
with the importation from China 
of eggs in liquid form. Before 


_| the war the bulk of this material 


went to Germany, and the small 
quantities brought here were 
used for industrial purposes and, 
to alimited extent, for confect- 
jonery. After the outbreak of 
war large consignments arrived 
at certain ports in this country as 
cargoes in prize ships, and 
since then large quantities have 
been imported in the ordinary 
course of trade. These products; 
Dr. AMfacFadden states, oc 
casionally arrive in the form of| 
whole-egg mixed,-but usually the 
egg yolk and egg albumen are 
sent separately. In the latter 
case the albumen may be sent in 
a fluid state with. preservative 
added or in a crystalline dried 
‘Orm, ° , 
Samples of yolk examined by 
the City Analyst in London were 
found to contain boric acid in 
amounts varying from 135 to 
2.08 per cent.. Sometimes common 
salt wp’ to 10 per cent. is used 
with smaller amount of boric 
acid, “Dr, MacFadden states that 
the employment of these boricised 
products for domestic and re- 
staurant use is open to very. 
serious objection. He suggests 
that as the importation of egg 
products from abroad will necess-
